tain a bill to declare a tax deed of the premises void and remove the 
same as a cloud upon his title.

1. Appeal — Jurisdiction — Constitutional Questions. — Where the ju- 
risdiction of the Supreme Court depends solely on the alleged uncon- 
stitutionality of a statute which is found to be constitutional, no 
other questions in the case will be considered.

2. Commerce — Regulation — Telegraph Companies — Penalties — 
Code 1904, § 1294h, cl. 6, imposing a penalty on telegraph companies 
for failure to deliver messages, in so far as applied to a message sent 
from a point within the state to a naval officer in the Norfolk Navy 
Yard, was not in violation of the commerce clause of the federal 
Constitution as an attempt to regulate commerce between the states 
or with foreign nations, etc. 

3. Telegraphs— Messages — Failure to Deliver — Penalties. — Code 
1904, § 1294h, cl. 6, imposing a penalty on telegraph companies for 
failure to deliver messages, was valid and applicable in case of a 
telegraph company's failure to deliver a message sent from a point 
within the state to a naval officer stationed at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard, which was under the exclusive jurisdiction of the federal gov- 
ernment.
